Leland and the Burman—Mr. Wade acting as in- 
terpreter—a few specimens of which we shall at- 
tempt to give as nearly as We can recollect them, 
for the gratification of our readers.

When a priest, | was frequently sent for to visit 
the sick and the dying—to converse with them—to 


encourage them—that they might thus be better 
prepared for the duties of life, if they should recov- 


er, and be better prepared for their departure should 
they die. 

As you say that your countrymen believe their 
god, Gaudama, to have died long ago, why do they 
continue to worsinp his image? . 

They say that Gaudama, when dying, left be- 
hind him his influence and authority, by special be- 
quest, for five thousand years, and that this influence 
and authority still attend and ac ‘ompany his ima- 
ges. Hence are they the objects of worship, tho’ 
Gaudama, whom they are iutended to represent, 
has arrived at the highest felicity, that of total an- 
nihilation—a telicity which is accordant tonone but 
a rod.

dren. In consequence of so many having died of | 
the cholera last summer, the price of the living is! 
raised, aud the trathe in them is rendered more | 
brisk. Irom one establishment, men were sold to | 
the amount of S20.000. Their wives and children 
ecnerelly belonged to other men; and as they did 
not wish to sell, or the buyers of their husbands and 
futhers did not wish to purchase them, they stayed 
behind, while their husbands and fathers were torn 
away, and transported to the “ regions below.”— 
“QO” saidaman trom the Ancient Dominion, who 
Wus Witness to the facts,“ there was such a scene of 
anguish and distress! O, it was dreadful!” One, in 
another case, was sold, and likely to be taken off, 
who, rather than go, took up an axe and chopped off 
his own arm. Is this selling of men doing to others 
as those who sell, would wish done to thein? And | 
will He whose smile is lite, and whose frown death, 
say to such, “ Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vaaits ™_Ciacinnati Jour.

On the Sth of Mareh,a meet- 
ing was commenced inour littl village, which con- 
tinued I4tdays. Such a meeting | never betore 
witnessed. The fir-t two days of the meeting there 
appeared to be no unneun! excitement among the 
people, except the old professors; their bosoms scem- 
ed to be unusually pained for the welfare of’sinners; 
but on the third and fourth days, a deep solemnity 
pervaced the whole audience, and the meeting be- 
came much more fu'ly attended. Old sinners be- 
gran to enquire wiat they should do to be saved, and 
anxiously requested the prayers of allthose who had 
access tothe throne of merey, on their behalf. Du- 
ring the next week, the anxiety increased, business 
was almost entirely suspended ; people were seen 
flocki: g trom every direction to meeting ; 
wagons, some on horse back, and others on fvot, al- 
though the travelling was very bad: yet it did not 
retard them. The affairs of this life seemed to lose 
their importance, and every mind appeared to be 
filled with the thoughts of eternity. The villagers 
threw open their houses for the gratuitous accom- 
modation of those trom a distance. 

Elders Windsor and Johnson hiving become al- 
most exhausted with their constant labors, began to 
talk of drawing the meeting to a close: but this 
could not, must not be done.

Sardine, or Sardius.—A precious stone, blood- 
red; socalled trom the city of Sardis, in Lesser 
Asia, where the best were found. The Sardius 
was the first stone in Aaron’s breastplate, (1xod. 
XXviil. 17, xxxix. 10;) the sixth in the foundation 
of the heavenly Jerusalem in John’s vision, (Rev. 
xxi. 2U;) and was among the jewels of the king of 
Tyre. (Ezek. xxviii. 13.) The glory of God on 
the throne which appeared to John in Patmos seem- 
ed “ like a jasper and sardine.” (Rev. iv. 3.) 


Sardony.—A_ precious stone; probably named 
from its likeness to both the sardius and the onyx. 
It is dark, variegated with blueish white, black, and 
red, lying in cireles as if inlaid by art. It is only 


| mentioned in Rev. xxi. 20, appearing to be the fitth 


row of stones on which the heavenly city in Jolin’s 


| vision seemed to rest. 


Satyr.—This name was given by the ancients to 


a being of their own imagination, which they said | 


Was part nan and part beast ; they may have meant 
a species of monkey or ourang-outang. The trane- 


laters of the Bible have used the word in two places, 


where the animal meant may be an ape. Some 
animal is intended which is found only in desolate 
places, as it was predicted of Babylon, that it should 
be destroyed, and never be inhabited, even by the 
wandering Arabs; “ but wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there, and their houses shall be full of dole- 
ful creatures: and ow!s shall dwell there, and satyrs 
shall dance there.” (Isaiah xiii. 21.) A traveller 
(Mignan) stood, in 1827, on the spot where this 
splendid city was built, and testifies to the complete 
fulfilment of this prophecy ; wild beasts, bats, owls, 
and snakes were the sole occupants of the ruins of 
this great capital. Similar judgments were pro- 
nounced against the land of Edom. “ The wild 
beasts of the desert shall meet with the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall cry to his fellow.” 
(Isai. xxxiv. 14.) ‘ lb.
